Mining Superintendent and Wo-Liiia- ii'

Companion Reach Camp

' More Dead Than Alive.

SK1D00. Cal.. Aug. 12. After a ter-

rible ride and walk of tivo dnys across
the burning desert and through the
furnace-lik- e heat of Death Valley, Har-
old Braly, assistant, superintendent of
tho Skidoo Mining company, and Miss
Lottie Davis, postmistress at this camp,
reached here barely alive.

Ural' was taking the company's
automobile through and picked up Miss
Davis on the way. They entered Death
Valley over the desert by way of Mo-jav- c

and expected to rniich their" des-
tination in eight or ten hours.

Owing to the rough road tho ma-
chine broke down repeatedly, and un-
der a blazing hot sun Braly worked for
hours repairing it.

Walked to Journey's End.
The couple, reached Garden Station,

after forty hours' traveling, and re-
pairing, and were utterly exhausted,
but. alter a short rcs. started out again.
Ten miles north of Da hi rat. tho car
broke down again aud Braly and Miss
Davis decided to walk t.o the stage
station at. "Wild Rose.

Barely able to drag themselves aloug
under the hot sun, Bralv finally col
lapsed at S o'clock in the evening and
war. unable to go on. Miss Davis
staggered on. covering four miles in
eight hours and reached tho stage sta-
tion at l o'clock in the morning. A
relief party wns quickly sent, out and
brought in Bralv, and the couple were
brought here last night in a wagon.
Braly lost forty pounds in the live days,
but will recover.

Mr. Sears was 33 years of age and was
a graduate of Harvard university, lie
wns fond of all outdoor sports and was
an enthusiastic automoblllst. Ho was
last year the largest Individual taxpayer
in Boston. Nearly all of tho property Is
located Iu tho business district, and the
fashionable section of the Back Bay.

Mr. Sears was a member of many clubs
and had figured In local politics. He had
announced his candidacy for the Massa-
chusetts Henate a I the coming fall elec-
tion, lie was not married.

TAFT MS THAT

ALL BJUVONT

Holds All-Da- y Conference With
Chairman Hitchcock and

Chief-of-Sta- ff "Vorys.

WILL MAKE NO SPEECHES
OUTSIDE OF CINCINNATI

Nothing Doing for Candidate
When Question of State Fac-

tional Fights Is Raised.

TrOT SPUING S, Va., Aug. 12.
"Everything was as harmonious as pos-

sible, and no ono was laid across my
knee and spanked."

This. was Judge Tuft's genial remark
tonight, in concluding a detailed ac-

count of his all-da- y conference with
.Frank JL Hitchcock, Republican na-

tional chairman, and Arthur I. Vorys,
his chiel'-of-staf-

Chairman Hitchcock announced after
the first conference, which continued for
three hours, that it could be stated in a
formal and official manner that Mr.
Taft would make no speeches outside
tho cit3" of Cincinnati during the cam-
paign. On his way from licit Springs
to Cincinnati tho last of the month, Mr.
Taft will make a side trip in Ohio, the
arrangements for which have been com-
pleted, but the details are withheld for
the present. No political speeches will
bo made on th i 3 trip.

Keeps Out of Local Fights.
It was also officially announced that

.Mr. Taft would continue the policy he
had already, adopted and followed, of
not mixing in local political contentions
in any state, or of taking part in be-
half of any candidate for nomination
for a state office. This announcement
is intended as an answer first to the
demand that Mr. 'fa ft decide the mer-- j

its of the contestants in the West Vir-
ginia split, and second that he express
a preference for or against Governor
Hughes in tho New York state guberna-
torial situation. Taking up the narra-
tive of the day's work, Mr. Taft said:" Wc went over the situation in every
state where it is recognized that n
vigorous campaign must be made. Par-
ticular attontiou was given to Maine
and Vermont, not because of any doubt
as to the situation in these states, but
because the elcctiou is held earlier than
in other states. "

Hughes to Make Speeches. 4

Governor Hughes, it was stated, un-

doubtedly would bo ono of tho speak-
ers in these two states, in addition to
his acceptance of au invitation to open
tho Ohio campaign at Voungstown Sep-
tember .". Secreta James Wilson, of
the department of agriculture has con-
sented to speak in Vermont and Maine,
likewise Secretary Strauss, of the de-
partment of commerce and labor, aud
Hev. Dt John Wesley, pastor of tho
Metropolitan temple,. New York.

"Wc went over and discussed," d

Mr. Taft. "the distribution and
division of work of the various bureaus
of the national campaign organization,
and arrangements were made (or a con-
ference here with Richard V. Oulaluin,
in charge of the literary work of the
national committeo, on his return trip
from Chicago, where he is to go for the
opening ot iho headquarters in that
city.

Tho Ohio Campaign.
"We discussed and arranged the de-

tails of the Ohio campaign. All mat-
ters pertaining tn tho supply of speak-
ers by the national committee for Ohio
ns well as tho distribution of litera-
ture and minor matters, will bo ar-
ranged directly between tho national
committee and State Chairman Will-
iams. Questions of policy will be dis-
cussed between tho committee and Ar-
thur I. Vorys.

"I shall iako with me to Cincinnati
my present oflice. force and shall have
with me Mr. Vorys and Gup .1. Kar-gcr- ,

who will have charge of publicity,
besides Mr. Carpenter, my secretary and
such additional assistants as ma'v be
required."

Between the two conferences which
wero held with Mr. Taft. Mr. Hitch-
cock, who arrived hero this morning,
was closeted with Senators Ellcins and
Scott aud Mr. Swisher. Mr. Hitchcock
listened to the situation ns presented,
but ho gave no indication of any action
on his part except to promise that
should the matter of the split ticket in
West Virginia bo presented in a proper
way to the national committee, that
body, following a long and broad prece-
dent, naturally would be required to de-
termine which of tho two factions was
tho regular Jfepublfcan ticket and stato
organization.
